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PHIL SAVAGE 
SENIOR VICE PRESIDENT & GENERAL MANAGER 


Phil Savage was named Senior Vice President and General Manager on Jan. 6, 2005. 
Savage, a 15-year veteran of the NFL, is known throughout the NFL as one of the league's 
top talent evaluators. Savage implements the organizational strategy for football opera- 
tions and is responsible for all pro and college personnel acquisitions. Savage works 
directly with Head Coach Romeo Crennel in determining goals and needs for the team 
and arranging financial guidelines and parameters for contract negotiations and budgets. 


The Browns finished the 2005 campaign with a respectable 6-10 record. Savage immediately made plans for the 
2006 season and was aggressive in free agency by signing eight players. Savage addressed several offensive 
needs by signing OL LeCharles Bentley (New Orleans), OL Kevin Shaffer (Atlanta), OL Bob Hallen (San Diego), 
TE Darnell Dinkins (Baltimore), and veteran WR Joe Jurevicius (Seattle), Defensively, Savage added leadership 
by inking 12-year veteran LB Willie McGinest (New England) and 15-year veteran NT Ted Washington (Oakland) 
and also added P Dave Zastudil (Baltimore) to solidify the special teams. With the 2006 NFL Draft, Savage added 
ten draft selections and targeted LB Kamerion Wimbley (Florida State) with the 13th selection, tabbed LB D’Qwell 
Jackson (Maryland) in the second-round and WR Travis Wilson (Oklahoma) in the third-round. 


Savage worked with owner Randy Lerner to bring Romeo Crennel on board as head coach for the 2005 season 
and jointly, Savage and Crennel, orchestrated a rebuilding of the football operations for the Browns organization. 
In 2005, Savage worked immediately to bring in notable veteran players via free agency (OL Joe Andruzzi, DB 
Gary Baxter, OL Cosey Coleman, S Brian Russell, LB Matt Stewart) and by trade (RB Reuben Droughns), along 
with using eight draft selections to bring an infusion of youth to the roster, including first-round WR Braylon 
Edwards, second-round selection S Brodney Pool and third-round pick QB Charlie Frye. 


Prior to rejoining the Browns, Savage spent the previous nine seasons with the Baltimore organization, includ- 
ing the last two (2003-04) as the Ravens’ Director of Player Personnel and worked directly with Baltimore gener- 
al manager Ozzie Newsome to oversee both college and pro scouting. In his nine years with the Ravens organ- 
ization, Savage witnessed the franchise earn a 72-71-1 regular season record during that span, including three 
post-season appearances with a 5-2 record, and the highlight—winning Super Bowl XXXV over the N.Y. Giants 
in 2000 after a 12-4 record. 


During his tenure in Baltimore (1996-2004), the Ravens drafted 10 pro bowlers: T Jonathan Ogden (D1a, 1996}, 
LB Ray Lewis (D1b, 1996), WR/PR Jermaine Lewis (D5, 1996), LB Peter Boulware (D1, 1997), DB Chris McAlister 
(D1, 1999), RB Jamal Lewis (D1a, 2000), LB Adalius Thomas (D6, 2000), TE Todd Heap (D1, 2001), S Ed Reed (D1, 
2002) and LB Terrell Suggs (D1a, 2003), Other major contributors include LB Jamie Sharper (D2a, 1997), C Jeff 
Mitchell (D5, 1997), DB Duane Starks (D1, 1998), WR Brandon Stokley (D4a, 1999), G Edwin Mulitalo (D4b, 1999), 
WR Travis Taylor (D1b, 2000), OB Gary Baxter (D2, 2001), LB Edgerton Hartwell (D4, 2001), DE Tony Weaver (D2, 
2002), P Dave Zastudil (D4, 2002), TE Terry Jones (D5, 2002), RB Chester Taylor (D6c, 2002), S Chad Williams (D6d, 
2002), and QB Kyle Boller (D1b, 2003). 


Savage spent the first seven years of his career in the coaching ranks. In 1987, he joined Bill Curry's staff at the 
University of Alabama as a graduate assistant. In 1988-89, he coached the TE’s before following offensive coor- 
dinator Homer Smith to UCLA jn a similar capacity. After one season under head coach Terry Donohue, Savage 
was hired as RBs/TEs coach for the San Antonio Riders of the World League. 


One month passed before the Cleveland Browns called and Savage left for Cleveland to become part of Bill 
Belichick’s first coaching staff in the spring of 1991. For the next three seasons, Savage worked under then-defen- 
sive coordinator Nick Saban (now head coach of the Miami Dolphins). During that time, Savage assisted with the 
DBs, analyzed opponent tapes, compiled scouting reports and in his first exposure to scouting, conducted cam- 
pus workouts in preparation for the college draft. 


in 1994, Savage moved to the player personnel side of the business full-time as an area scout on the West Coast 
and was elevated to national scout for the 1995 season. When the franchise moved to Baltimore in 1996, he 
became the director of college scouting, a post he held for seven years before being promoted to director of play- 
er personnel prior to the 2003 NFL Draft. 


During the offseason, Phil enjoys working on two football-related projects, Camp Savage and Winners Influence. 
In the summer of 2005, he conducted his 15th annual skills camp for high school quarterbacks and receivers in 
his hometown of Mobile, Ala, Over 1,100 athletes have participated over the years and many of them have con- 
tinued their playing careers at over 30 colleges, including LSU OB JaMarcus Russell and West Virginia signal 
caller, Pat White. Phil and his brother Joe, a pastor in Lakeland, Florida, have partnered together in organizing 
Winners Influence. Their idea is to "influence the influencers” across the nation by ministering to NFL coaches 
and scouts, business leaders and pastors. Since the Ravens’ Super Bowl victory, Phil has shared his Christian tes- 
timony with over 70 audiences coast-to-coast and, in 2001 he and Joe assembled a combined football camp and 
mission trip to Cancun, Mexico. There, seven Ravens’ players, coaches and scouts spoke in several elementary 
schools and worked with the Ninos Mexicanos football players. 


Savage attended Murphy High School in Mobile before playing football and baseball at the University of the 
South (Sewanee, Tenn.). He earned a B.A. in English and was a three-time All-Conference shortstop in baseball, 
He received a Master's degree in physical education from the University of Alabama in 1989, 


Savage's wife, Dorothy, is an accomplished theatrical actress, Savage was born April 7, 1965 in Mobile, Ala.

Romeo Crennel was named head coach of the Cleveland Browns on Feb. 8, 2005, the 11th 
full-time head coach in franchise history. Crennel returned to Cleveland in 2005 after serv- 
ing as the Browns defensive coordinator in 2000 and along with Phil Savage helped 
rebuild the football operations. Crennel led the Browns to a respectable 6-10 record in his 
first year as a head coach. His resume includes 36 years of coaching experience, including 25 years in the NFL.

Crennel and Savage made plans for the upcoming 2006 season and were aggressive in free agency by signing 
eight players. Crennel's relationship with 15-year veteran NT Ted Washington (Oakland) and 12-year veteran LB 
Willie McGinest (New England) was a key component in bring both players to Cleveland, In addition, the Browns 
added OL LeCharles Bentley (New Orleans), TE Darnell Dinkins (Baltimore), OL Bob Hallen (San Diego), WR Joe 
Jurevicius (Seattle), OL Kevin Shaffer (Atlanta) and P Dave Zastudil (Baltimore) in free agency. With the 2006 NFL 
Draft, ten draft selections were added including LB Kamerion Wimbley (Florida State) with the 13th selection, LB 
D’Qwell Jackson (Maryland) in the second-round and WR Travis Wilson (Oklahoma) in the third-round. 


In 2005, Crennel brought a 3-4 defensive scheme to Cleveland and witnessed his defense T-16th in defense 
(316.8 ypg) and ranked fourth in the NFL in pass defense (179.2 ypg). Crennel also committed to run the football 
on offense and witnessed RB Reuben Droughns become the first 1,000-yard rusher in twenty years. Crennel and 
Savage brought a veteran presence to the Browns via free agency (OL Joe Andruzzi, DB Gary Baxter, OL Cosey 
Coleman, S Brian Russell, LB Matt Stewart) and by trade (RB Reuben Droughns). They also used eight draft 
choices to bring an infusion of youth to the roster, including first-round selection WR Braylon Edwards, second- 
round pick S Brodney Pool and third-round selection QB Charlie Frye. 


Prior to joining the Browns, Crennel was widely recognized as one of the top assistant coaches in the NFL. He 
crafted the defense for the New England Patriots and helped the Patriots win three Super Bowl's (2001, 2003-04). 
Crennel’s defense played an integral role in the Patriots’ 24-21 win over the Philadelphia Eagles in Super Bowl 
XXXIX, as the defense forced four turnovers, put pressure on Eagles QB Donovan McNabb with four sacks and 
limited the Eagles running game to 45 net yards rushing. 


In the 2004 postseason, New England allowed only 51 points (17 points per game) in three postseason games, 
including a 20-3 win over Indianapolis in an AFC Divisional Playoff game, a 41-27 win at Pittsburgh in the AFC 
Championship Game and the 24-21 win over Philadelphia in Super Bowl XXXIX. In New England’s AFC Divisional 
Playoff victory over Indianapolis, the Patriots did not allow the Colts in the endzone during their 20-3 victory, 
marking the first time in NFL history that a team led the league in scoring during the regular season and did not 
score a touchdown in a playoff game. 


During the 2004 regular season, the Patriots ranked ninth in the NFL in total defense (310.8 ypg), sixth in run 
defense (98.3 ypg) and 17th in pass defense (212.5 ypg). Crennel's defensive unit was tied for third in the NFL 
with 45 sacks, tied for second with 260 points allowed (16.3 ppg) on the year, allowed nine rushing TDs on the 
season and ranked third in the AFC in red zone defense (40.8%). The defense recorded this feat using 10 differ- 
ent starting lineups. 


In 2003, he was recognized by the Pro Football Writers of America as the NFL's Assistant Coach of the Year. The 
New England defense was among the best units in NFL history, propelling the Patriots to a 15-game winning 
streak that culminated with a 32-29 victory over Carolina in Super Bowl XXXVIII. New England allowed a league- 
low and franchise-record 14.9 points per game, while also leading the league with 29 interceptions. The domi- 
nance of the defense was evident by the team’s three shutouts, equaling the franchise shutout total from the 
previous 17 seasons combined. The Patriots defense was at its best at home, where it allowed only 9.6 points 
per game and surrendered just four touchdowns in the regular season. During one stretch, the Patriots did not 
allow a touchdown on 62 consecutive opponents’ possessions at home, a streak that spanned more than five 
games of clock time. New England was the first team in 65 years to keep its opponent out of the end zone in four 
consecutive home games in a season. The Patriots defense provided some potent offense of its own, leading the 
NFL with six defensive touchdowns, including five interceptions returned for scores, tying a team record. 


Crennel returned to the New England Patriots when he was named the defensive coordinator on Bill Belichick’s 
staff on Feb. 1, 2001. In 2001, the defense played an integral role in propelling the Patriots to a season-ending 
win streak to claim the first Super Bow/ title for the franchise. The 2001 Patriots surrendered just 272 points (17.0 
ppg), ranking sixth in the league for fewest points allowed. In its last five regular season games, the defense sur- 
rendered just seven field goals and one touchdown. The Patriots won all five of those games and qualified for 
the playoffs for the first time in three years. 


Crennel was reunited with Belichick in 2001 as the two coaches began coaching together as assistants on Ray 
Perkins’ staff for the New York Giants in 1981. The 2004 season marked the 18th campaign for Crennel and 
Belichick together, during which time they have earned five Super Bowl titles, six conference titles and eight divi- 
sion titles, While with the Patriots, Crennel and Belichick have contributed to victories in Super Bowls XXXVI, 
XXXVI and XXXIX, in addition to New England's AFC title in 1996. 


The Patriots defense created opportunities for the offense in 2001 by recording 22 interceptions (second in the 
AFC, sixth in the NFL), 12 more than they had in 2000. Five of those interceptions were returned for touchdowns,

setting a single-season franchise record. In the playoffs, DB Ty Law added another interception, which he 
feturned 47 yards for a touchdown in the 20-17 victory over the St. Louis Rams in Super Bowl XXXVI. 


Crennel, who was the defensive line coach for the Patriots from 1993 to 1996, spent three seasons with the New 
York Jets (1997-99) and a season as the defensive coordinator with the Cleveland Browns (2000). During his sea- 
son in Cleveland, the Browns recorded 42 sacks, a 17-sack improvement from the 1999 season. 


In his three seasons as Jets’ defensive line coach, the New York defense was among the best in the NFL, never 
allowing more than 20 points per game for a season. In 1997, he successfully incorporated a rotation of six new 
defensive linemen on a unit that allowed just 287 total points (17.9 ppg), second in the AFC and sixth in the NFL. 
The following season, he added four new linemen to his rotation and the formula contributed to an improvement 
from the year before as the defense allowed just 16.6 points per game, finishing second in the league. 


His first tenure in New England was a four-year assignment as Bill Parcells’ defensive line coach, beginning in 1993 
and ending with an AFC Championship and Super Bow! XXX! appearance in January of 1997. In 1994, the Patriots 
qualified for the playoffs for the first time in eight years after winning their last seven games of the regular season. 
The defense allowed just 13.3 points per game during that seven-game stretch. In 1996, the Patriots defense allowed 
just 12.8 points per game in the final five contests of the regular season to propel the team back to the playoffs. 


Crennel began his professional coaching career in 1981 as a special assignments/special teams/defensive assis- 
tant coach with the New York Giants. He became the special teams coach in 1983 and was assigned the defen- 
sive line position in 1990, a position he has since coached for 14 seasons, In 12 seasons in New York (1981-92), 
the Giants qualified for the playoffs six times, won three division titles and two Super Bowl championships. In 
his first season in New York, the Giants qualified for the playoffs for the first time since 1963. 


His first Super Bowl championship with the Giants staff was following the 1986 season as special teams coach 
and a 39-20 win over Denver in Super Bowl XXI. The Giants also won Super Bowl XXV, 20-19, over Buffalo as 
Crennel served as defensive line coach. 


He began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, Western Kentucky, in 1970. He was 
named defensive line coach the following season in 1971, In 1975, he started a three-year tenure at Texas Tech 
as a defensive assistant on Parcells’ staff, In 1978, he was named the defensive ends coach at Mississippi, After 
two seasons at Ole Miss, he accepted a position at Georgia Tech in 1980, where he spent his final season in the 
collegiate ranks before being hired by the Giants in 1987. 


Crennel was a four-year starter (1966-69) as a defensive lineman at Western Kentucky. After three seasons as one 
of the Hilltoppers’ top tacklers, he was elected team captain as a senior, When the Western Kentucky offense 
struggled early in the season, Crennel willingly gave up what would have been a sure shot at all-conference hon- 
ors as a defensive lineman to fill in at offensive tackle. The move helped solidify the offensive line and earned 
Crennel team MVP honors. 


Crennel is a native of Lynchburg, Va. He was a high school standout at both Fort Knox (Ky.) High and Central High 
(Amherst, Va.). He earned his bachelor's degree in physical education from Western Kentucky, and then earned 
his master’s degree while serving as a graduate assistant for the school in 1970. His brother, Carl, played line- 
backer for the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1970 and played in the CFL from 1971-81 for five different teams. Romeo and 
his wife, Rosemary, have three daughters, Lisa Tulley, Tiffany Crennel and Kristin Cullinane.

DAVE ATKINS 
RUNNING BACKS COACH

Dave Atkins is entering his second season as running backs coach. Last season, Atkins 
worked with Browns RB Reuben Droughns to set a franchise record with 309 carries in a 
season and rush for 1,232 yards, becoming the first Browns RB to top the 1,000-yard mark 
since 1985. Atkins’ impression helped Droughns 1,232 rushing yards rank sixth in the AFC 
and his 1,601 yards from scrimmage (1,232 rushing and 369 receiving) rank eighth in the NFL. 


Atkins spent the previous five seasons (2000-04) as the New Orleans Saints running backs coach and brings 21 
years of NFL coaching experience to the Browns along with stops in Philadelphia, New England, Arizona, 
Minnesota and New Orleans. 


Atkins’ impact on the Saints running game from 2000-04 was evident with the Saints featuring a 1,000 yard run- 
ner in five consecutive seasons, establishing a franchise record, and erasing a ten-year Void of not having a 1,000- 
yard rusher dating back to the 1990 season, 


In 2004, Atkins worked with RB Deuce McAllister, who rushed for 1,074 yards. In 2003, McAllister was voted to 
the Pro Bowl for the second-consecutive season, and ranked fourth in the league with 1,641 yards rushing and 
also added a career-high 67 receptions. 


In Atkins’ first season in New Orleans (2000), the club ranked eighth in the NFL in rushing with 2,068 yards, the 
highest the team had ranked since finishing third in 1987. That total was achieved despite the loss of starting RB 
Ricky Williams in Week 11, The Saints still averaged 113.7 yards over the final six contests, with the running 
game serving as a key factor in capturing the NFC West title. 


Prior to joining New Orleans, Atkins served as tight ends coach with Minnesota for three seasons (1997-99) and 
had his first stint with New Orleans as running back coach in 1996. Atkins also brings NFL offensive coordinator 
experience to the coaching staff, having served in that capacity at Arizona from 1994-95. In 1994, the Cardinals 
led the NFL in time of possession (32:37), and the next season Arizona had one of the league's best backfield duos 
in FB Larry Centers and RB Garrison Hearst. 


In 1993, Atkins joined New England as running backs coach. In his only season with the Patriots, New England 
averaged 111.3 rushing yards per contest, including a 1,088-yard effort by Leonard Russell, who finished second 
among AFC running backs. Atkins broke into the NFL ranks with the Philadelphia Eagles in 1986. He worked with 
numerous facets of the Eagles’ coaching staff during his seven-year stay, including running backs (1986-90), spe- 
cial teams (1991), and tight ends (1992). 


After playing three years of pro football, Atkins started his college coaching career at his alma mater, the 
University of Texas-El Paso, in 1979. He worked with the running backs and with the kicking game for two seé- 
sons at UTEP before joining the staff at San Diego State in 1981, where he spent the next five years, 


Born May 18, 1949 in Victoria, Texas, Atkins and his wife, Cynthia, have a son, Dave Jr., and a daughter, Jasmine.

Maurice Carthon is entering his second season as offensive coordinator and will oversee 
an offensive unit that witnessed key starters signed to contract extensions, the return of 
top draft choices to the offensive arsenal and several new faces via free agency. 


During the off-season, the Browns made a major commitment to the offensive side of the ball by resigning RB 
Reuben Droughns to a three-year contract extension, as last season Droughns ranked sixth in the AFC with 1,232

yards rushing and became the first Browns back since 1985 to top the 1,000-yard rushing plateau. The Browns 
added several players in free agency, including offensive linemen LeCharles Bentley and Kevin Shaffer, along 
with veteran wide receiver Joe Jurevicius. Top draft choices WR Braylon Edwards and TE Kellen Winslow are 
expected to return from season ending injuries to add offensive weapons for young OB Charlie Frye. 


Carthon joined the Browns in 2005 and led an offensive unit that featured the return of a 1,000-yard rusher with 
Reuben Droughns rushing for 1,232 yards and ranked eighth in the NFL with 1,601 yards from scrimmage (1,232 
rushing and 369 receiving). Carthon also worked with rookie quarterback Charlie Frye as he started the final five 
regular season games (2-3 record as a starter). 


Carthon joined Cleveland after serving as the Dallas Cowboys offensive coordinator for two seasons (2003-04). 
Carthon’s resume includes 13 years of coaching experience and eight years of playing experience in the NFL. 
Carthon was on the same coaching staff as Browns head coach Romeo Crennel from 1997-1999 with the New 
York Jets under Bill Parcells and also from 1994-1996 with the New England Patriots. 


Carthon worked as the Dallas Cowboys offensive coordinator from 2003-04, overseeing game plan preparations, 
as well as working with the club’s running backs, In 2004 with the Cowboys, Carthon directed an offense that fea- 
tured TE Jason Witten, who led the NFC with 87 receptions and 980 yards, rookie first-round draft choice RB 
Julius Jones, who totaled 819 yards, and OB Vinny Testaverde, who threw for 3,532 yards, The Cowboys ranked 
14th offensively (324.8 avg.) in the NFL, including 15th passing (214 avg.) and 20th rushing (110.8 avg.). 


Prior to joining the Cowboys, Carthon served as the Detroit Lions offensive coordinator in 2002 after originally 
joining the team as the running backs coach in 2001. In his two seasons with the Lions, Carthon was instrumen- 
tal in helping increase the Lions’ running game average in 2001 (4.0 avg.) and 2002 (4.1 avg.). In addition, RB 
James Stewart posted a career-best 4.8 avg. in 2001 and then came back in 2002 to record his second career 
1,000-yard rushing season with 1,021 yards on 231 carries (4.4 avg.). 


Before going to Detroit, Carthon served as assistant head coach/running backs coach for the New York Jets in 
2000, which followed three years (1997-99) as the Jets’ running backs coach under Bill Parcells. During his time 
in New York, the Jets produced four consecutive 1,000-yard rushing seasons from a running back after the fran- 
chise had experienced only four 1,000-yard rushing seasons in its first 37-years of existence. Pro Bowl back Curtis 
Martin rushed for 1,204 yards—his sixth 1,000 yard rushing season—and nine touchdowns in 2000, after setting 
the team's single season rushing record with 1,464 yards in 1999. Martin also finished third on the team with 45 
receptions for 259 yards in 1999, Under Carthon's direction, the Jets averaged 122.6 rushing yards-per-game, 
ranking seventh in the AFC and 12th in the NFL. 


In 1998, Carthon worked two new starting backs in Keith Byars and Martin into the Jets’ offensive scheme, help- 
ing Martin to 1,287 yards, his fourth consecutive 1,000-yard season and the second best rushing total in club his- 
tory. The explosiveness of the Jets running game came to light vs. Indianapolis on Sept. 20, when the club 
amassed 302 yards on the ground, the second best rushing total in a game in team history. Prior to the arrival of 
Martin, Carthon directed Adrian Murrell to become just the second running back in Jets histary to have consec- 
utive 1,000-yard seasons (Freeman McNeil, 1984-85), when he ran for 1,088 yards. 


Carthon began his coaching career in New England in 1994 as an offensive assistant on Parcells’ staff and shift- 
ed to coaching the Patriots’ running backs and was a special teams assistant in 1995. He became the sole run- 
ning backs coach in 1996 and was partly responsible for the NFL's second highest scoring unit in 1996 (26.1 points 
per game) with New England. It was with the Patriots that Carthon first became strongly tied to the development 
of three-time Pro Bowler and current Jets’ RB Curtis Martin. Carthon began working with Martin in 1995, a sea- 
son which saw the unheralded third-round draft choice set single-season rushing records with 1,487 yards and 
14 touchdowns on 368 carries, and became the only rookie selected to play in the Pro Bowl, while also garner- 
ing Rookie-of-the-Year honors, 


A veteran of eight NFL seasons as a player, Carthon began his career in 1985 when he signed with the New York 
Giants as a free agent. He played the next seven seasons with the team and was a key member of Parcells’ 1986 
and 1990 Super Bow! championship teams as a punishing blocking fullback. He finished his NFL playing career 
with the Indianapolis Colts in 1992, Carthon never missed a game due to injury during his career, and he finished 
his playing days with 950 rushing yards and two touchdowns in 300 attempts and caught 90 passes for 745 yards 
and two touchdowns. 


Prior to signing with the Giants, Carthon began his professional playing career as an eighth-round draft pick of 
the USFL’s New Jersey Generals. He played for the Generals from 1983-85, and totaled 2,102 yards rushing and 
helped pave the way for Herschel Walker, the league's leading rusher, In 1984, Carthon started all 18 games and 
finished the season with a career-high 1,042 rushing yards and 11 touchdowns. 


Carthon twice earned All-Southland Conference honors while starring at Arkansas State University and led the 
team in rushing with 682 yards as a senior team captain. He attended Osceola (Ark.) High School and was named 
the state MVP in basketball and twice earned all-conference honors in football. 


Born on April 24, 1961, in Chicago, Ill, Carthon earned his bachelor’s degree in physical education and science 
from Arkansas State and was honored as the Osceola Man-of-the-Year in 1991.

Ben Coates is entering his second season as tight ends coach. His resume includes four 
years of coaching experience and 10 years of playing experience in the NFL. Coates was 
an All-Pro tight end on the New England Patriots with Browns head coach Romeo Crennel 
from 1993-96. His NFL career included five Pro Bowl appearances (1994-98). 


Coates was named the head coach of his alma mater Livingstone College in December 2004 prior to coming to 
Cleveland. In 2004, Coates served a coaching internship with the Dallas Cowboys and under the tutelage of his 
former NFL coach Bill Parcells, he assisted with the tight ends. Prior to the Cowboys, Coates served as the offen- 
sive line and tight ends intern with the NFL Europe's Frankfurt Galaxy. 


Coates began his coaching career when he retired from the NFL after winning the Super Bowl with the Baltimore 
Ravens in 2000, In 2001, he became the tight ends coach under former Livingstone College head coach Gregory 
Richardson. He had responsibilities over tight ends and receivers, quarterbacks, and offensive linemen. He was 
also the offensive coordinator under former Livingstone head coach George Johnson from 2002-2003. 


In 1991, Coates was drafted by the New England Patriots with their second pick in the fifth round. From 1991-99, 
Coates became the Patriots all-time leading receiver at tight end. In 2000, he teamed up with Shannon Sharpe 
and the Baltimore Ravens for the Super Bowl run. When his year long contract expired, he left the NFL as the 
fourth all-time leading receiver at tight end in NFL history behind Ozzie Newsome, Shannon Sharpe and Kellen 
Winslow. Coates played in 158 games with 499 receptions for 5,555 yards and 50 career touchdowns. 


Coates was born on Aug. 16, 1969 in Greenwood, S.C. and earned a degree in sports management from 
Livingstone College.

Carl Crennel Il is in his second season as offensive quality control coach with the Browns. 
Crennel came to Cleveland from West Virginia Tech University, where he spent the previ- 
ous two seasons (2003-04) as the director of football operations/assistant football coach. 


Prior to arriving at West Virginia Tech University, Crennel was the special teams coordinator and defensive line 
coach for Duquesne University. He was on the Dukes staff that went 11-0 during the 2002 regular season only 
losing to the University of Albany in the ECAC (East Coast Athletic Conference) Classic. All four members of 
Crennel's front four that season finished with all-conference honors and two were named to Don Hansen's All- 
American team. He coached Browns’ DB Leigh Bodden on special teams while at Duquesne. 


Prior to his foray into college football for the second time, Crennel coached the offensive and defensive lines and 
special teams for the Jacksonville Tomcats of arenafootball2 (af2). In 2000, he coached the Erie Invaders of the 
Indoor Football League as the defensive coordinator and assistant to the head coach. 


His first opportunity in coaching college football was with his alma mater Robert Morris University. Crennel got his start 
under former New York Jets head coach Joe Walton as an assistant special teams coordinator/defensive line coach. 


Crennel graduated from Robert Morris University in 1997 with a degree in communications. He was a three-time 
all-state football player, wrestler and weightlifter at Orange Park (Fla.) High School. Crennel is the nephew of 
Browns Head Coach Romeo Crennel and the son of Carl Crennel. Crennel, who was born on Sept. 7, 1974 in 
Montreal, Quebec, is the son of West Virginia Hall of Fame middle guard Carl Crennel (1967-69). Carl Sr. a three- 
time All-American at WVU, was part of the 1970 Pittsburgh Steelers rookie class that included Mel Blount and 
Terry Bradshaw. Carl Sr. played one year for the Steelers and one season for the St. Louis Cardinals before 
embarking on a successful 11-year career in the Canadian Football League.

Jeff Davidson was promoted to assistant head coach/offensive line coach on Jan. 21, 
2006. Davidson is in his second season with the Browns as he served the 2005 season as 
offensive line coach. Davidson worked with a newly formed offensive line, which featured 
three new starters, including veteran guards Joe Andruzzi and Cosey Coleman, to help 
the Browns running game end a twenty-year drought as RB Reuben Droughns rushed for 1,232 yards and 
became the first Browns back since 1985 to top the 1,000-yard mark. 


Davidson is entering his 16th season in the NFL, including his 12th as an NFL assistant coach after playing four 
seasons with the Denver Broncos (1990-92) and New Orleans Saints (1994). Davidson coached on the New 
England Patriots sidelines for eight seasons (1997-2004), where he contributed to five playoff performances, 
including four division titles, three conference titles and three Super Bowl championships. From 2002-04, 
Davidson served as the tight ends/assistant offensive line coach in New England. 


In 2004, Davidson worked with offensive line coach Dante Scarnecchia to emphasize consistency along the offen- 
sive line as there were only three lineup changes all season. The Patriots’ offensive line had the same starting 
lineup for the final 13 reqular season games, and all three postseason contests, including Super Bowl XXXIX. As 
a collective unit, the offensive line helped RB Corey Dillon gain 1,635 yards on the year and helped Dillon top the 
100-yard mark eight times. In addition, the offensive line helped the Patriots ground game feature big play poten- 
tial as there were 54 runs of 10 yards or more during the 2004 season. The Patriots offensive line protected OB 
Tom Brady and allowed only 26 sacks all season, which ranked sixth in the NFL in sacks allowed. 


Davidson also assisted the tight ends in 2004, and helped the tight ends become a key ingredient in the Patriots 
offensive system with nine pass plays of 20 yards or more. TE Daniel Graham tied for the team lead with seven 
touchdowns and LB Mike Vrabel and TE Christian Fauria added two touchdowns each to give the tights ends a 
collective 11 touchdowns on the season. 


Prior to the 2002 season, Davidson added the tight end responsibilities along with his assistant offensive line 
coaching duties. As a result, in 2002 Patriots tight ends had 58 catches, more that three times their production 
from the previous year, and TE Christian Fauria led the team with seven touchdowns, the most by a Patriots tight 
end since Coates had eight in 1997. In 2003, the tight ends improved their offensive production yet again with

Graham combining with Fauria for 66 receptions and six touchdowns. In addition, the Patriots offensive line did 
not allow a sack in any of their three postseason games as New England claimed its second title in three seasons 
with a victory in Super Bowl XXXVIII. 


Davidson originally joined the Patriots as the tight ends coach in 1997, as TE Ben Coates led the team with 66 
receptions. From 1998-2001, Davidson accepted the responsibilities as an assistant offensive line coach, return- 
ing his focus to a position he played professionally for four seasons before pursuing his coaching career. 


Davidson began his NFL coaching career in 1995 with the New Orleans Saints as a volunteer assistant. He gained 
valuable coaching experience under the guidance of offensive line coach Jon Matsko on Jim Mora’s staff. In 1996, 
he was named offensive assistant, responsible for the breakdown of game tapes, opponent scouting and self- 
scouting. He also maintained a number of on-field coaching responsibilities. 


Davidson earned All-Big Ten honors as a senior and was a four-year letterman as an offensive lineman at Ohio State. 
He was drafted in the fifth round of the 1990 NFL draft by the Denver Broncos and moved into the starting lineup in 
just his second season. He started 16 games in 1991, including two playoff games, at left tackle. In 1992, he started 
every game at left guard. Davidson was released by the Broncos in 1993 and was signed by the New Orleans Saints 
as a free agent in 1994. He was on the active roster for the first seven games of the season, but suffered a shoulder 
injury that sidelined him for the remainder of the year and ultimately brought an end to his playing career. 


Jeffrey John Davidson was born Oct. 3, 1967 in Akron, Ohio. He attended Westerville (Ohio) North High School, 
where he earned Parade All-American honors as a senior, He was a two-sport prep letterman, starring in football 
(3 letters) and track (4 letters). Jeff and his wife, Judi, have two sons, Nicholas and Alexander.

Todd Grantham is entering his second season as defensive coordinator. The fiery Grantham 
led a defensive unit last season that converted to a new 3-4 defensive scheme and finished 
first in the AFC in red zone defense (44% TD percentage), fourth in the NFL in pass defense 
(179.2 ypg), 11th in points allowed (17.7 ppg) and T-16th in total defense (316.8 ypg). 


Grantham will lead a defensive unit in 2006 that witnessed a major commitment as key members were resigned 
to contract extensions and veterans added in free agency. The Browns made a statement by resigning three key 
contributors on the defensive front including LB Andra Davis, who led the Browns with 199 tackles in 2005, DB 
Leigh Bodden, who led the team last season with 20 PBU and had a career-high 59 tack'es and DL Orpheus Roye, 
who had a career-high 95 tackles in 2005. Through free agency, the Browns added veteran DT Ted Washington, 
who brings 15 years of experience, and LB Willie McGinest, a 12-year veteran pass rushing specialist at the out- 
side linebacker position. 


Grantham came to the Browns with six years of NFL coaching experience with Houston (2002-04) and Indian- 
apolis (1999-2001) as a defensive line coach and also brings nine additional years of coaching experience from 
the collegiate level. 


Prior to joining the Browns, Grantham served as the defensive line coach for the Houston Texans. In 2004, 
Grantham’s line worked in a 3-4 defensive scheme and the Texans defense ranked 13th in the NFL against the 
run and had a streak of seven consecutive games without allowing a rushing TD (10/10/04 - 11/28/04). 


In 2003, Grantham's defensive line unit was devastated by injuries, as NT Seth Payne suffered a season ending 
knee injury in week two and Pro Bowl DE Gary Walker played in just four games due to shoulder and toe injuries. 
Despite the injuries, Grantham was able to mix and match his defensive linemen effectively as DT Jerry Deloach 
collected a career-high 109 tackles and NT Steve Martin racked up 92 stops in only 14 games. In 2002, Grantham’s 
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three starters (Gary Walker, Seth Payne, Jerry Deloach) all produced career-high numbers in tackles and Walker 
earned his second Pro Bowl invitation after racking up 115 tackles and 6.5 sacks. 


Grantham arrived in Houston in 2002 after spending the previous three seasons in the same capacity for the 
Indianapolis Colts. Grantham’s charges registered 96 sacks over three seasons, helping the Colts post a 29-19 
record and advance to the playoffs twice. Indianapolis’ 10-win improvement from 1998 to 1999 marked the great- 
est one-season turnaround in league history. In 1999 and 2000, the Colts posted 56 sacks, the highest two-year 
total for the club since it moved to Indianapolis. 


Prior to his stint in Indianapolis, Grantham served three seasons as the defensive line coach at Michigan State 
(1996-98). He added the title of assistant head coach in his final season in East Lansing in 1998. Michigan State 
ranked 19th in total defense in 1996 and 13th in 1997, making consecutive bowl trips. 


Grantham also spent six seasons (1990-95) at his alma mater, Virginia Tech, the final two as defensive line coach. 
In 1995, the Hokies ranked first nationally in rushing defense, fifth in scoring defense and 10th in total defense, 
Virginia Tech racked up 50 sacks en route to the Big East title and a Sugar Bowl triumph over Texas in 1995, 
Grantham coached defensive ends and inside linebackers from 1990-91 and defensive tackles from 1992-93. 


Grantham played guard and tackle for the Hokies from 1984-88. He earned second-team All-South and honorable 
mention All-America honors as a senior. Grantham earned a bachelor’s degree in sports management. A native 
of Pulaski, Va., Grantham and his wife, Paige, have a son, Corbin, and a daughter, Olivia.

(1995-96) and Junior Seau (1991), 


Haluchak began his NFL coaching career with San Diego in 1986 and spent six seasons with the Chargers. He has 
also coached with the Cincinnati Bengals (1992-93), Washington Redskins (1994-96) and N.Y. Giants (1997-99). 


Haluchak was a high school coach in Southern California from 1972-75 and entered the collegiate ranks as a graduate 
assistant at USC (1976-77). Haluchak moved to Cal State-Fullerton in 1978 as defensive backfield coach. Haluchak’s first 
tour as a linebackers coach was at Pacific (1979-80). Haluchak coached at California (1981), North Carolina State (1982) 
and then coached three seasons with the Oakland Invaders of the USFL (1983-85). 


Haluchak played linebacker and safety at Southern California during one of the most memorable periods in the 
storied history of USC football. He played in the 1969 and 1970 Rose Bow! games against Ohio State and Michigan.

John Lott is entering his second season as strength and conditioning coach. Lott, who 
was the first coach hired by Browns head coach Romeo Crennel, joined the Browns after 
serving in the same capacity with the New York Jets for eight years (1997-2004), and 
worked with Browns’ head coach Romeo Crennel on the Jets staff from 1997-99, 


A native of Denton, Texas, Lott has earned a reputation as one of the NFL’s most demanding strength and condi- 
tioning coaches, consistently challenging the players with off-the-field preparation both during the season and off- 
season, Lott also was recognized by Power Magazine as the 2001 Powermag All-NFL Team Top Strength Coach. 


Lott’s programs stress Olympic movements, as well as strength and speed development, and he has also devised 
strict individual in-season programs to help the players increase their overall stamina and endurance. Lott is also 
responsible for working with injured players on secondary rehabilitation programs. 


Lott originally joined the Jets in 1997 after serving as the head strength and conditioning coach at the University of 
Houston for seven years (1991-96), where he supervised the strength and conditioning program for all 14 varsity 
sports with a primary focus on football, men’s basketball, men's and women’s track and field and the nationally 
ranked men’s golf team. During his seven years at Houston, Lott designed and oversaw the construction of a state- 
of-the-art 17,000-square foot weight room (the largest in the country at the time of its completion). 


Prior to his tenure at Houston, Lott served one year (1990) in the same capacity at his alma mater, the University 
of North Texas, overseeing all 11 varsity sports programs. Lott has a strong track background, having worked as 
the strength and conditioning coach of the Santa Monica Track Club and trained Olympic gold medalists Carl 
Lewis, Leroy Burrell and Mike Marsh, Lott also worked with the 1992 and 1996 Indonesian National Track teams, 
as well as with select members of the Japanese National Track team in preparation for the Olympics in 1992 and 
1996. Overall, his athletes have garnered six world records and 12 Olympic medals. 


Lott played for the Pittsburgh Steelers in 1987 under head coach Chuck Noll and went to training camp with the 
New York Jets in 1988. He was a standout offensive lineman at North Texas, where he earned four varsity letters 
and was named All-Conference twice, and All-America his senior year. He was twice voted "Most Dedicated” and 
a team captain by his teammates, and graduated as the strongest man in school history. 


Lott earned his Bachelor of Science degree in corporate fitness in 1988 with minors in biology and kinesiology and 
later earned his master's degree in physical education from Crescent City Christian College in 1990. He served as 
assistant strength and conditioning coach at the University of Texas in 1988. He also appeared in a minor role in the 
film Necessary Roughness, which was shot on the North Texas campus. Lott was born May 9, 1964 in Denton, 
Texas, He is married to his wife, Kim, and the couple have a son, Jasper Ryan (4) and a daughter, Kaitlyn Grace (2).

Melvin spent three seasons as defensive line coach at Rutgers (2002-04) and worked with Romeo Crennel as 
defensive line coach at New England during the Patriots 2001 Super Bowl championship season. Melvin also 
gained experience on the NFL level as a participant in the NFL's minority coaching fellowship program, first with 
the Denver Broncos in 1995, and also with the New York Jets from 1997-98 


Prior to joining the Patriots staff, Melvin was defensive ends coach at Purdue for three seasons (1997-99). While 
at Purdue, Melvin was instrumental in the development of several linemen who went on to play in the NFL, 


A 1982 graduate of Eastern Illinois, Melvin began coaching on the collegiate level in 1988 at his alma mater as 
defensive line coach. Melvin spent seven seasons at Eastern Illinois before moving on to Wyoming for two sea- 
sons (1995-96). The Cowboys were impressive under Melvin’s tutelage, recording a Western Athletic Conference 
best 33 sacks in 1995, and following it up with another league best 46 sacks in 1996. 


Melvin began his coaching career in the high school ranks in 1982, first as assistant coach, and then as head 
coach, of Aurora West High School (1985-87). He then returned to Eastern Illinois for seven seasons (1988-94). 
Melvin was a starter on the defensive line for Eastern Illinois for three seasons, and received AP All-America 
recognition (Division Il) in 1979 and 1980. He is a member of both the Eastern Illinois University (inducted in 1995) 
and Aurora West High School Halls of Fame (inducted in 1994).

Terry Robiskie begins his sixth season as a coach with the Cleveland Browns, including 
his second stint as wide receivers coach and fifth season coaching this position, Robiskie 
joined the Browns in 2001 as wide receivers coach (2001-03), served as offensive coordi- 
nator in 2004 and eventually interim head coach (1-4 record) over the last five games of the 2004 season after 
head coach Butch Davis resigned.

The 2006 season will be his 25th in the NFL, and his coaching experience includes roles as a position coach, 
offensive coordinator and head coach, Robiskie will tutor 2005 number one draft choice, Braylon Edwards, who 
showed his playmaking ability last season with 32 receptions for 512 yards and three touchdowns. 


Prior to joining the Browns in 2001, Robiskie spent the previous seven years with the Washington Redskins and con- 
cluded the 2000 season as the Redskins head coach for the final three games of the regular season, following the 
departure of Norv Turner. Robiskie’s record as head coach was 1-2, including a 20-3 win over Arizona on Dec. 24. 


Robiskie began the 2000 season as passing game coordinator in Washington, and helped the Redskins rank fifth 
in the NFC in total offense (337.3 ypg) and passing (228.0 ypg). He helped running back Stephen Davis total 1,318 
yards and 11 touchdowns. 


He entered the coaching profession with the Los Angeles Raiders in 1982 as the assistant running backs coach, 
where he tutored Marcus Allen to two Pro Bowls and two 1,000-yard seasons. Robiskie was the assistant special 
teams coach for the Raiders from 1985-87, and he tutored the Raiders tight ends in 1988. 


Robiskie was the Raiders offensive coordinator from 1989-1993. In 1990, Oakland ranked ninth in the NFL with 
126.8 yards rushing per game and OB Jay Schroeder ranked sixth in the NFL with a 90.8 OB rating. In 1992, the 
Raiders ranked 11th in the NFL with 112.1 yards rushing. In 1993, Oakland ranked fifth in the NFL in passing and 
13th in total offense as Robiskie helped QB Jeff Hostetler pass for 3,242 yards and 14 TDs. Robiskie's 12 years with 
the Raiders included seven playoff stints, four division titles and a victory over the Redskins in Super Bowl XVIII, 


Originally an eighth round selection by Oakland in the 1977 NFL Draft, Robiskie was a four-year letter winner and the 
1976 SEC MVP as a senior at LSU. Robiskie spent five years in the NFL as a running back with the Raiders (1977-79) 
and the Miami Dolphins (1980-81), while playing for legendary coaches John Madden, Don Shula and Tom Flores. 


Born Noy. 12, 1954, in New Orleans, Robiskie and his wife, Cynthia, have three sons: Brian, Andrew and Kyle. 
Brian will be a sophomore this season on the Ohio State University football team.

Jerry Rosburg is in his sixth season as the Browns special teams coordinator. Last sea- 
son, Rosburg’s special teams led the league in scoring as the Browns were the only team 
in the NFL to score a touchdown on special teams in three different ways—punt return, 
kickoff return and a blocked field goal attempt. The Browns were one of the best punt return units in the NFL, as 
PR Dennis Northcutt ranked fourth in the league with a 10.1 punt return average. Rosburg also worked with K 
Phil Dawson, who ranked second in the NFL in field goal accuracy with a 93% clip (27-of-29 attempts), en route 
to his third career 100 point season. Dawson currently is the second most accurate field goal kicker in NFL histo- 
ry with an 83,9% accuracy rate. 


The Browns 2005 special teams were rated as the sixth best in the NFL by Rick Gosselin of the Dallas Morning 
News, whose annual comprehensive poll ranks teams from 1-32 based on their results in 21 categories. Browns 
special teams also ranked sixth in the same comprehensive poll in 2004. In 2002, the club ranked fourth in the 
overall rankings after blocking a total of five kicks to lead the NFL. Over the past four seasons, Rosburg’s units 
rank tied for first in the NFL in cumulative rankings. 


Since 2001, the Browns have ranked third in the NFL in opponent kickoff return average (20.6) and fourth in the 
league in punt return average (10.3) under the direction of Rosburg. 


Rosburg’s background includes 20 years as a college coach. Prior to joining the Browns, he served as corner- 
backs/special teams coach at the University of Notre Dame for two seasons (1999-2000). He helped the 2000 
Fighting Irish to a Bowl Championship Series berth and an appearance in the Fiesta Bowl. 


He spent two seasons as secondary coach at Boston College (1997-98), one season as secondary coach at the 
University of Minnesota (1996) and served as an assistant coach for four seasons at the University of Cincinnati 
(1992-95). He coached the secondary in 1995, linebackers from 1992-94 and helped the Bearcats to an 8-3 record 
in 1993. Rosburg coached linebackers and special teams at Western Michigan University from 1987-91. The 
Broncos posted a nine-win season in 1988 and earned a California Bowl appearance. 


Rosburg began his college coaching career at Northern Michigan University, as a two-year graduate assistant in 
1981-82 and helped the school earn Division I! playoff appearances each season. He was appointed to a full-time 
assistant position at NMU the following season and coached the Wildcats’ linebackers for three years (1983-85), 
before being elevated to defensive coordinator and secondary coach in 1986.

Rosburg was an assistant coach at Fargo (N.D.) Shanley High School (1979-80) prior to coaching on the collegiate 
level. He was an All-American linebacker at North Dakota State, where he received his bachelor’s degree in 1978.

Scherer was the head coach at James Madison University from 1991-94, and during that time the team set or tied 
over 140 school records. While Scherer served as the head coach at University of Memphis (1995-00), the club 
registered the first and only victory over the University of Tennessee in school history.

Trott has previous NFL 
experience with the N.Y. Giants (1991-92) and New England Patriots (1993-95) and prior to 
joining the Browns spent two years at the University of Louisiana at Monroe (2003-04) as their defensive coordinator,

Beyond his NFL coaching experience, Trott’s experience includes serving on the coaching staffs of 11 college 
bowl teams and has been a defensive coordinator at five NCAA Division I-A universities, including Arkansas and 
Clemson. Trott has served as a coach or player under such renowned head coaches as Bill Parcells, Al Groh, Ken 
Hatfield, Fred Goldsmith, and Bill Dooley. 


Trott played at North Carolina under coach Bill Dooley and began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at 
Chapel Hill from 1976-77. Trott entered full-time coaching at the Air Force Academy in 1978, handling the defensive 
ends first under Parcells (1978) and Ken Hatfield (1979-83) before he assumed defensive back coaching duties in 1981.

Tressel's staff at Ohio State. Tucker coached defensive backs and was co-defensive coordinator during the 2004 
season as he played an integral role in game preparation and strategy. 


Tucker grew up in Cleveland and played college football at the University of Wisconsin. Prior to joining the staff 
at Ohio State, he spent one year (1999) at the University of Miami (Ohio) and one season at LSU (2000), where 
he coached the defensive backs at both schools. 


In his four years at Ohio State, Tucker developed into an outstanding teacher and motivator and demonstrated 
the ability to get the most out of his players.

Brown was Cleveland’s number one draft choice in 1957 out of Syracuse and went on to 
fulfill his storied NFL career which included leading the NFL in rushing in eight of his nine seasons, appeared in 
nine straight Pro Bowls, and was twice named the NFL's MVP (1958 & 1965). Brown holds the Browns’ record for 
most combined net yards (15,459), career rushing yards (12,312), most points in one season (126), career TDs 
(126), rushing TDs (106), most consecutive games scoring a TD (10) and most 1,000 yard seasons (7). 


Brown’s number 32 was retired by the Browns and was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1971. 


Brown is very active with his Amer-l-Can Program, which teaches self-help principles to ex-convicts and gang 
members. Brown was born on Feb. 17, 1936 in St. Simons, Ga. 


JERRY BUTLER 
DIRECTOR, PLAYER DEVELOPMENT 


Jerry Butler is in his eighth year with the Browns and sixth year as the team’s director, 
player development. Butler coached the Browns wide receivers in 1999 and 2000. He 
arrived in Cleveland following six years in the Buffalo Bills front office and currently 
serves on the NFUs Player Development Executive Steering Committee.

ee to the Cleveland Browns Legends. 
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HOW THE BROWNS WERE NAMED 


Just how did the Cleveland Browns get their name? 


One myth is that the team was named after the popular boxing champion, Joe Louis, "The Brown Bomber". 
The truth, according to several published reports, is this: 


When Owner Arthur McBride brought an AAFC team to Cleveland in 1945, he held a newspaper contest to 
name the team and offered a $1,000 war bond to the winner. Most of the entries submitted wanted the name 
Browns, because the extremely popular Paul Brown was the team’s head coach, 


Coach Brown thought it wouldn't be proper to name the team after him, and the entry “Panthers” was select- 
ed. A few weeks later, a man approached McBride and said he owned a semi-pro team in the 1920s called the 
Cleveland Panthers and he still owned the rights to the name. 


McBride could have bought the man off, but Brown vetoed the idea. The coach didn’t want the new team to 
be associated with a losing franchise. Instead of holding a new contest, Brown reluctantly agreed to name 
the team Browns. But, in sticking with his original ideals, Brown suggested publicly that since Louis was "The 
Brown Bomber", that was how the team got its name. Not a single entry in the contest listed Louis or his nick- 


name as a reason for choosing “Browns”. 


1946 

The Cleveland Browns were originated by Owner 
Arthur (Mickey) McBride as a member of the All- 
America Football Conference. Paul Brown was named 
coach and general manager, and the first player he 
signed was then-tailback Otto Graham, who was con- 
verted to quarterback with the Browns. The Browns 
won the Western Division title with a 42-17 victory 
over the Buffalo Bisons and then defeated the New 
York Yankees, 14-9, in the championship game. 


1947-49 
The Browns continued their domination of the AAFC, 
winning three more championships. 


1950 

Following the merger of the AAFC and the NFL, the 
Browns tied the New York Giants with 10-2 records 
for a share of the Eastern Division title: The Browns 
defeated the New York Giants, 8-3, in a playoff game 
and then stopped the Los Angeles Rams, 30-28, for 
the championship. 

1951-53 

The Browns won three consecutive Eastern titles, but 
lost each time in the league's title match, once to the 
Los Angeles Rams and twice to the Detroit Lions, In 
1953, McBride sold the club to an organization head- 
ed by David Jones. 

1954-55 

Led by quarterback Otto Graham, the Browns won 
back-to-back NFL championships, defeating the 
Detroit Lions and Los Angeles Rams. 

1956 

At 5-7, the Browns suffered their first losing season. 


1957 


Jim Brown was selected in the first round by the 
Browns and earned rookie-of-the-year honors while 
helping Cleveland to the Eastern Division title. 


1961 
Art Modell purchased the Browns for the then un- 
heard sum of $4 million. 
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1963 

Paul Brown was released from his duties after 
17 seasons as head coach of the franchise. Blanton 
Collier, a Browns’ assistant, was named head coach. 


1964 

The Browns won the Eastern Conference title with a 
52-20 victory over the New York Giants and defeated 
the Baltimore Colts, 27-0, in the NFL Championship 
Game. 


1965 

In his last season, Jim Brown won NFL MVP honors 
and led Cleveland to the NFL Championship Game, 
where the Browns were defeated by the Green Bay 
Packers. 


1966 

An eighth round pick in 1964, Leroy Kelly became the 
club's dominant threat, rushing for 1,141 yards, but 
the Browns finished second in the Eastern 
Conference to the Dallas Cowboys.

1969 

The Browns won the Century Division title for the 
third straight year, but lost to the Minnesota Vikings 
in the NFL Championship Game. 

1970 

The Browns became members of the AFC Central 
Division and finished second. The Browns beat the 
New York Jets, 31-21, on Monday Night Football's 
first-ever telecast. 

1971 

Nick Skorich, a Browns’ assistant, was named head 
coach, The club won its first AFC Central crown. 
1972 

The Browns lost to the eventual Super Bowl Champion 


Miami Dolphins in the playoffs, 20-14, as the Dolphins 
completed an undefeated season, 


1975-77 

Forrest Gregg became head coach in 1975, Greg Pruitt 
had three consecutive 1,000-yard rushing seasons and 
Dick Modzelewski coached the final game of 1977. 


1978 

Sam Rutigliano became the first non-Browns’ assis- 
tant to be named head coach of the Browns. Cleveland 
won its first three contests en route to an 8-8 finish. 


1979 


Losses in the final two games dropped the Browns’ 
record to 9-7 and prevented the team from entering 
the playoffs, Mike Pruitt had the first of three straight 
1,000-yard seasons. 


1980 


The Browns won the AFC Central Division title with an 
11-5 record, but lost to eventual Super Bowl Champi- 
on Oakland Raiders in the playoffs. Quarterback Brian 
Sipe was consensus MVP of the NFL. 


1982 


In a strike-shortened season, the Browns finished 
eighth in the AFC (4-5) and gained a playoff spot for 
the second time in three years, Cleveland lost to the 
Los Angeles Raiders in the Super Bow! Tournament. 


1983 

The Browns tied for a Wild Card playoff spot with a 
9-7 record, but lost the NFL tie-breaking procedure to 
the Denver Broncos and Seattle Seahawks. 


1984 


The Browns replaced Head Coach Sam Rutigliano 
with Defensive Coordinator Marty Schottenheimer 
after a 1-7 midseason record and finished the season 
at 5-11. Tight end Ozzie Newsome caught 89 passes 
for the second straight year. 


1985 


The Browns captured their third AFC Central Division 
title, but lost to the Miami Dolphins in the playoffs, 
24-21, at Miami. Rookie Kevin Mack (1,104) and 
Earnest Byner (1,002) each gained 1,000 yards rush- 
ing. It marked the third time in the 66-year history of 
the NFL that teammates both rushed for over 1,000 
yards in the same season. 


1986 

The Browns posted a team-record 12 wins en route to 
their second consecutive AFC Central Division crown. 
(na double-overtime playoff thriller before a packed 
Cleveland Municipal Stadium crowd, the Browns beat 
the New York Jets, 23-20, to advance to the AFC 
Championship game. The Browns lost to the Denver 
Broncos, also in overtime, 23-20, 


1987 

The Browns captured their third straight AFC Central 
Division crown, as they finished the season 10-5, The 
third week of the NFL season was cancelled due to a 
24-day players’ strike, during which three “replace- 
ment” games were played (the Browns posted a 2-1 
record). The Browns defeated the Indianapolis Colts, 


38-21, at Cleveland Municipal Stadium in the AFC 
playoffs, then dropped their second straight AFC 
Championship to the Denver Broncos despite a spec- 
tacular come-from-behind bid that saw the Browns 
score 30 second-half points, only to fall, 38-33, at Mile 
High Stadium. Bernie Kosar won the AFC passing title 
with a 95,4 QB rating, and an NFL-high eight Browns 
made the Pro Bowl. 


1988 


Cleveland finished 10-6 and earned a Wild Card 
berth by defeating the Houston Oilers, 28-23, in the 
season finale by overcoming a 16-point third-quarter 
deficit. Houston defeated the Browns, 24-23, in the 
Wild Card Game played on Christmas Eve. Four 
Cleveland quarterbacks suffered injuries during the 
course of the season, Marty Schottenheimer resigned 
on Dec, 27, 


1989 


Bud Carson was announced as the Browns’ seventh 
full-time head coach on Jan. 27. The Browns won 
their fourth division title in five years with a 9-6-1 
record, and advanced to the playoffs for an AFC-high 
fifth-straight season. The Browns advanced to their 
third title game in four years by defeating the Buffalo 
Bills, 34-30, but lost to the Denver Broncos, 37-21, at 
Mile High Stadium in the AFC Championship Game. 


1990 


The Browns suffered through a 3-13 season. Jim 
Shofner replaced Bud Carson as interim head coach 
on Nov. 5. 


1991-93 

Bill Belichick was named the eighth full-time 
head coach on Feb. 5, 1991. The Browns moved into 
a new training and administrative complex located in 
Berea, Ohio, in August 1991 and began holding train- 
ing camp there in July 1992. The Browns finished 6- 
10, 7-9 and 7-9, respectively. Unrestricted free agency 
began in 1993. The Browns signed five players in the 
first year of this system, including quarterback Vinny 
Testaverde of Tampa Bay. 


1994 


The Browns earned a playoff berth for the first time in 
the ‘90s, finishing 11-5 and defeating the New 
England Patriots, 20-13, in the Wild Card Game at 
soldout Cleveland Municipal Stadium. The Browns 
faced the Pittsburgh Steelers for the first time ever in 
the playoffs, and lost, 29-9, at Three Rivers Stadium. 
The Cleveland defense set a team record by allowing 
just 204 points, and six players went to the Pro Bowl. 


1995 


The Browns concluded the season with a 5-11 record. 
On November 6, Owner Art Modell announced he 
was relocating the team to Baltimore, Md. The final 
game played at Cleveland Municipal Stadium was on 
Dec. 17 against the Cincinnati Bengals, The Browns 
defeated the Bengals, 26-10, The victory marked an 
all-time NFL record of 202-117-5 (.631) while playing 
at Cleveland Municipal Stadium. 


1996 
The City of Cleveland and the NFL secured an 
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unprecedented deal to return the Cleveland Browns 
to the playing field in 1999. The deal stipulated that 
the name, colors and heritage of the Browns would 
remain in Cleveland. 


1998 


The NFL awarded the Cleveland Browns to Alfred 
Lerner on Sept. 8. The NFL formally transferred own- 
ership of the Cleveland Browns to Lerner and Carmen 
A. Policy on Oct. 23. Dwight Clark was named vice 
president, director of football operations on Nov, 30, 


1999 

Chris Palmer was named the ninth full-time head 
coach in Cleveland Browns history Jan. 21. The 
Browns were awarded the rights to the first pick in the 
1999 NFL Draft and used the pick to select Kentucky 
quarterback Tim Couch. The first game at new 
Cleveland Browns Stadium was played on Aug. 21 
against the Minnesota Vikings, with the Vikings pre- 
vailing, 24-17 in a preseason contest. In the first regu- 
lar-season game in the Browns’ 1999 commemorative 
season and the first regular-season game at 
Cleveland Browns Stadium, the Browns lost to the 
Pittsburgh Steelers, 43-0. The Browns recorded their 
first victory of the '99 season on Oct. 31 with a last- 
second Hail Mary pass from Couch to Kevin Johnson. 
2000 

The Browns selected Penn State defensive end 
Courtney Brown with the first pick in the 2000 NFL 
Draft. The Browns notched their first regular-season 
victory at Cleveland Browns Stadium on Sept. 17 with 
a 23-20 win over the Pittsburgh Steelers. 

2001 

The Browns fired Head Coach Chris Palmer on Jan. 11. 


The Browns hired Butch Davis as the franchise's 10th 
full-time head coach on Jan. 30. 


2002 


Dwight Clark resigned his post as the team’s execu- 
tive vice president, director of football operations on 
May 13. Owner Alfred Lerner passed away on Oct. 23. 
The Browns finished the season by winning seven of 
their last 10 contests to earn the club's first postsea- 
son berth since 1994 with a 9-7 record. The Browns 
were defeated in the AFC Wild Card Game at Pitts- 
burgh, 36-33. 

2003 

The Browns finished with a 5-11 record as the season 
was highlighted by a 33-13 win at Pittsburgh on Oct. 
5 in front of a nationally televised audience on ESPN 
Sunday Night Football.

John Collins assumed the role of President & CEO on 
May 1. Rookie TE Kellen Winslow was lost for the sea-

Cleveland Browns Stadium is home not only to a storied football franchise but also to a dedicated, ardent, pas- 
sionate group of people—the only group that can lay claim to the title of “World's Greatest Fans.” At Cleveland 
Browns Stadium, fans take pride in supporting their team in a safe, enthusiastic and family-oriented atmosphere. 
This special combination of sportsmanship and exhilaration makes Sunday afternoons with the Browns a mem- 
orable and momentous experience. 


Cleveland Browns Stadium was built on the hallowed ground of the old Municipal Stadium. There's no better 
place than on the lakefront for the home of the Cleveland Browns than where legendary coach Paul Brown estab- 
lished Cleveland's first football dynasty in the 1940s. No other site could have been as appropriate as the loca- 
tion where 15 Cleveland Browns—Jim Brown, Paul Brown, Joe DeLamielleure, Len Ford, Frank Gatski, Otto 
Graham, Lou Groza, Leroy Kelly, Dante Lavelli, Mike McCormack, Bobby Mitchell, Marion Motley, Ozzie 
Newsome, Paul Warfield and Bill Willis—established their credentials for induction into the Professional Football 
Hall of Fame in nearby Canton. 


While the location of the Stadium honors the glorious history of athletic achievements in Cleveland, Cleveland 
Browns Stadium is a celebration of the city’s renaissance, drawing people to the lakefront every day. The crown 
jewel of the Northcoast Harbor, Cleveland Browns Stadium is located next to the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and 
Great Lakes Science Center. When visiting the Stadium, it is impossible to miss the distinctive architectural 
design of the columns, beams and notches in the seating bowl. These spacious gaps allow visitors to get an 
inside perspective of the Stadium and field when the Browns are away and allow ticket holders to see the down- 
town skyline during the game. 


At night, Cleveland Browns Stadium lights up the lakefront. Beams and columns are highlighted by a halo of light 
that can be seen from downtown and the Northcoast Harbor. Day or night, whether the team is playing home or 
away, Cleveland Browns Stadium brings a new excitement to Cleveland. 
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The Cleveland Browns Training and Administrative 
Complex is located in Berea, Ohio, on 13 acres of land. 
The building, which originally opened in August 1991, 
was renovated in the spring of 1999 and is currently 
undergoing further renovations and expansion. Recent 
renovations include an expanded weight room (7,500 sq. 
ft.), a new players’ lounge, a complete lobby restoration 
and 120 new theater seats in the team meeting room. A 
sparkling new 14,000 sq. ft. addition to the administra- 
tion building opened December 2, 2002, and features the 
Dino Lucarelli Media Center, which includes a media 
work room, press conference room, interview rooms and 
media flex space. The expansion also included 14 new 
offices for coaches and football administration, storage 
and a new shipping/receiving area. Current construction 
will create new executive offices. 


Existing features in the state-of-the-art facility include a field house of 60,000 sq. ft. with a 70-yard field, a 3,100 
sq. ft, athletic training room, a 1,280 sq. ft. team meeting room, individual meeting rooms for position meetings, 
a 2,700 sq. ft. players’ locker room with room for more than 90 lockers and a restaurant-style kitchen for meal 
preparation. The complex also hosts three regulation-size natural grass practice fields ideal for year-round foot- 
ball operations, including the team’s training camps. 


2006 TRAINING CAMP 


The Cleveland Browns begin preparations for the 2006 season by officially opening training camp on July 26 at 
the club's training and administrative complex in Berea, Ohio. Training camp practices conclude in mid-August. 


All practices are open to the public free of charge.

Regular Season: Only local media will be allowed to 
attend regular season practices.

Photographers and videographers 
are requested to stand 10 yards off the sidelines.
